London News The Manchurlan re- 
public is situated In the basin of the 
upper reaches of the Kiver Sungnri, 
and south of fiirin. It Is known by 
the name of Tchn-Pi-Gou. and num- 
bered originally 10,000 citizens, the 
population is now about 100,000 souls. 
Tn the beginning the miniature re- 
public was governed by a triumvi- 
rate, and subsequently by a president, 
Chan Yul PaO, who took all the ex- 
ecutive powers into his, own hands, 
and organized tribunals, trade guilds, 
taxes, etc., and regulated native in- 
dustries and gold mining.
